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REMARKS 

It is respectfully requested that this application be reconsidered in view of the 
following remarks and that all of the claims remaining be allowed. 

In the Office Action, the Examiner states that the application contains claims 
directed to three patentably distinct species of the claimed inventions, namely DNA 
molecules encoding FGF analogs including: 

1. substitutions of amino acids 128-138; 

2. deletions of the amino terminus spanning residues 1 to 24; and 

3. combinations of substitutions and deletions. 

The Office Action requires the election of a single disclosed molecular species having a 
single amino acid sequence rather than a subgenus. 

In response, Applicants elect K128S, as disclosed on page 58 of the specification (in 
Table 3). K128S is an FGF analog in which the lysine at position 128 has been substituted 
by a serine. K128S belongs to species 1 above, substitutions of amino acids 128-138, and 
reads on claims 1-7.
